It is of Inter st, 
in this connection, to state that the ca‘- 
tlemon of Texas have gone on re* Ord 
as favoring the exterm ination of th-’ 
buzzard. This bird has been protected 
for many years, because of its Bervie* 
aa a scavenger.

Only a score of members of the house 
of commons were present when the 
blackrod summoned the lower house 
to the house of lords to hear the king's 
speech, which was unusually lengthy. 
It was a recapitulation of public events 
since January, including 
the 
action 
taken in connection w ith Venezuela, 
regarding which the speech said: “I re­ 
gret the costant com plaints which my 
governm ent has found necessary to ad­ 
dress to the governm ent of Venezuela 
In regard to the unjustifiable and arbi­ 
trary acta against B ritish subjects and 
property during the last 
two 
years. 
They have been persistently disregard­ 
ed, and It has become necessary for 
my government, acting in connection 
with that of his imperial m ajesty, the 
German emperor, which has also seri­ 
ous cause for complaint against the re­ 
public, to insist on m easures of relress.
